tein content. Department plant ex- 
plorers have sent hundreds of for- 
eign strains into this country for 
this work. 


Alfalfa, which means "best fod- 


The 
early varieties in the United States 
did not-winter well in the north. 
But Wendelin Grimm, a German 
immigrant, in 1877 brought alfalfa 
from the homeland into Minnesota.

We have the labels of communism, 
fascism, and democracy to mark oil 
blocs of world powers, and there's 
no delicate balance of power be- 
tween them, merely vague hostility 
and distrust. 


We have a train 
of post-war 


treaties committing the influential 
powers of the earth to national 
policies of peace. And yet some of 
the signers of those treaties are ac- 
tually at war without so much as 
breaking off formal relations with 


each other or formally-declaring 
hostilities. 


And where does this confused sit- 


uation leave President Roosevelt in 
his announced desire to fashion an 
American foreign policy with peace 
as its keynote? 


Treaties Broken 


First of all Roosevelt was In Wil- 


son's cabinet as an assistant secre- 
tary of the navy. He says himself 
that he learned in Wilson's troubled 
day some of the things to do, and 
other things "not to do." 


He knows: 
America did not save the world 


for democracy even though she en- 
tered the WorKld war to attain that 
ideal. 


The League of Nations, as now 


set up, may be a moral force for 
peace, but it definitely has failed to 
stop powerful states bent on get- 
ting what they want by force. 


No important peace treaties since 


the World war—the Kellogg-Briand 
pact, 
the Nine-Power 
pact, the 


Four-Power Pacific treaty, Locarno 
—has yet prevented some of the na- 
tions that signed them from taking 
up arms against each other. 


Most post-war international con- 


ferences have 
failed 
to put the 


world's political and economical 
machinery in a sane balance. 


The Versailles peace treaty end- 


ing the World war did not alter hu- 
man nature; it merely redrew the 
world map, and, some impartial ob-

Moral Boycott 


Therefore the presidet has turned 


to a new instrument—a moral boy- 
cott against war-makers. His state 
department has told the League of 
Nations we are willing to stand up 
with other peace-loving nations and 
be counted for peace. 


But neither the president nor the 


state department has committed us 
to a policy of fighting for peace. 
Nor have they been willing to try 
to cut off the supplies of warlike 
nations, that is, to carry on an eco- 
nomic boycott. 


And that means we are not com- 


mitted to use force against any na- 
tion, and we won't use it. unless— 
well, it is anybody's guess what 
would make us go to war.

When thousands of people right in this 


community arc unable to sell their various 
securities upon a decent basis, as they can- 
not now, they will hold the securities hop- 
ing for improvement, but by so doing they 
create a form of stagnation which is just 
as refreshing in the business field as it is 
in a frog pond. 


The normal uses to which the receipts 


from sale of securities would be put, the 
new homes, the new stores, the new 
clothes, the new cars, tho new business 
ventures, will have to die aborning. 


But anyway we have a popular Pres- 


ident even if we don't or can't pay our 
bills.

tion" machines which have failed. 
Most so-called perpetual motion 


machines have been efforts to over- 
come the force of gravity on one 
side of a wheel. Sometimes the in- 
ventions have seemed very clever, 
but always men have found that 
there was as much weight to lift up 
as there was pulling down. 


In one case the inventor placed 


water in a tank at some height from 
the ground. The water leaked out 
through a spout and struck 
the 


blades of a water wheel. The water 
wheel worked a pump, and 
the 


pump sent water up into the tank 
again. This may sound like ever- 
lasting motion, but the motion did i 
not la-t. Bit by bit the power of the

lost 
through 


"friction " 


Friction comes from rubbing two 


things together. There is rubbing in 
one place or another every time a 
wheel turns. Some machines have 
been made to turn for a long time, 
but they always have lost some of 
their first store of power by fric- 
tion. 


Another trouble with perpetual 


motion machines is that they cannot 
be made to do useful work, "if a belt 
around a wheel turns a mill 
to 


grind grain, the wheel must have 
new power, or it soon will come to 
a stop. 


In factories and mills, the wheels 


keep turning, but power of one kind 
or another is employed. The burn- 
ing of coal can make water change 
into steam, and the steam will sup- 
ply power. Electricity is another 
great source of power. 


Perhaps the nearest 
thing 
we 


have to a perpetual motion machine 
is the turning of wheels by falling 
water. Rivers keep going on and on, 
and when their waters tumble over 
cliffs, we have waterfalls. 


When water falls from a height, 


it has power in it. It can not only 
turn wheels, but it can also make 
those wheels do useful work. 
A 


great amount of electric 
poxver 


comes from turbines which operate 
at the base of xvaterfalls. 


Sooner or later a river dries up or 


changes its course, but the power 
in a waterfall may last many thou- 
sands of years.

One of the Men- 
asha victims had to be taken to 
Madison for treatment in an "iron 
lung." 


Although the artificial respirator 


is for emergency cases only its use 
is not limited to infantile paralyse, 
but it can be used in cases of car- 
bon monoxide, drowning, tetanus.

hemorrhage 
and heat stroke.

LATE LARK TROUT FISHING 


P.V I1AKOLU C. HOI.LIS 


There are not many ccrtainities 


in this very uncertain game of fish- 
ing. 
No matter- what sort of fish 


we are after or when or where we 
go there is always the chance thai 
we will draw a blank. This, of 
cour.se, adds lo the fascination of 
the sport. There is. however, a kind 
of angle liiat is virtually sure fire. 
It is lale lake trout fij-hing. 


Ordinarily a deep water fish— 


and by deep water :vc mean 100 fevt 
or more 
below the 
surface— the 


laker will be found in the shallows 
just before 
freezing begins. 
In 


Northern Minnesota 
and Ontario, 


where the best lake trout fishing i.; 
found, this will be about October 
15. They will stay there until the 
next spring. 
Ready strikers and 


gallant fighters, they furnish fast 
and exciting fishing. 


The fly rod or casting rod will 


take trout at this season but for the 
fisherman who does not understand 
these methods there is another de- 
pcnable one. That is trolling. In- 
deed. in some lakes where the "shal- 
lows" may mean about 25 feet of 
water trolling, trolling may be the 
only practical way. It is difficult to 
raise fish in water of that depth to 
hit fly rod lures. 
It can be done, 


but trolling will 
bring a 
dozen 


strikes lo one for fly-casting. 


This trolling is not the deep trol- 


ling of mid-summer when a metal 
line or heavy weiqht must be used 
lo get the lure down to the fish. 
No special tackle is necessary. Your 
regular casting rod, reel of ordi- 
nary size and an 18-pound test line 
will do very well. 
Probably the 


most popular lure is a June Bug 
spinner with a live minnow. If you 
can't get live minnows, preserved 
ones are just about as good. For the 
late fishing a sinker is not neces- 
sary. Indeed, in some lakes where 
the drop-off from the shore is not 
very abrupt, the lure may be trolled 
quite near the surface. 
In others 


it may be necessary to go 25 feet or 
more, but Ihe lure ilself will reach 
such depths without added weight. 


If you use a molor cut jt down 


to the slowest possible speed. Trol- 
ling with a motor is permitted in 
Minnesota and Ontario, and is the 
most practical way. 


You are likely to take fish al- 


most anywhere but some sites are 
better than others. The best places 
are the tips of points, or peninsula?, 
and you may pick up all the fish 
you want by trolling back and forth 
over one good place. Where there 
is one lake trout there are usually 
more. If you get a strike but miss 
the fish turn around and go back 
over that place. You will get the 
one that struck or another one just 
like him. 


When first hooked the fish will 


put up a brisk fight for a minute 
or two and then will offer little re- 
sistance.
